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Four Victoria youths who 
tried to get high by eating 
mushrooms last week are in 
satisfactory condition at 
Royal Jubilee Hospital. 

Victoria police refused to 
release the identity of the four 
— two boys and two girls 
between 18 and 21 — who 
picked a bowl of panther 
agaric mushrooms in Beacon 
Hill Park, but apparently 
thought they had picked what 
are commonly known as 
magic mushrooms. 

Magic mushrooms induce 
hallucinations much the same 
as LSD. 

“These people were pretty 
1 fortunate,” a hospital 
1 spokesman said. 

The four will remain in 
hospital for observation this 
week, said the spokesman, 
adding that many mushrooms 
growing in Greater Victoria 
are “pretty lethal” and can 
cause severe liver and kidney 
damage.

Strikes likely to spread 


Construction unions started 
selective strike action Mon¬ 
day against lower mainland 
contractors after negotiators 
walked out of intensive 
bargaining sessions Friday 
afternoon. 

The decision to start the 
strikes, which could spread 
quickly through the province, 
was made, according to Cy 
Stairs, president of the B.C. 
and Yukon Building Trades 
Council, because of 
managements attempts to 
make different offers to dif¬ 
ferent unions, and its refusal 
to consider provision for cost 
of living increases. 

The Construction Labor 
Relations Association, which 
bargains for about 800 
provincial contractors, had 
threatened “defensive action” 
‘in the event of strike action, 
but at press time was still 
refraining from locking out at 
job sites. 

Unknown factor as the 
strikes started was what 
action, if any, would be taken 
by Labor Minister Bill King to 
avert a complete construction 
shutdown. 

He and associate deputy 
minister Jim Kinnaird met 


over the weekend to discuss 
the breakdown of 
negotiations, which had ap¬ 
peared to be on the verge of 
settlement until Friday’s 
sudden disagreement. 

King has, in the past, 
favored a “hands off” attitude 
on the part of government, 
preferring to allow 
management and unions to 
work out their own solutions. 


The mainland strikes 
followed by days the start of 
similar strike action on the 
Lower Mainland by inside 
wiremen, who also want wage 
increases geared to cost of 
living on top of the $2.90 wage 
and benefit package offer over 
two years. 

Stairs, chief negotiator for 
10 construction unions which 
bargain jointly, said that in 


essence those unions were 
offered a first increase that 
was in several cases 30 to 40 
cents below that offered to 
electricians and plumbers, 
who have already rejected the 
proposal. 

The unions, said Stairs, are 
determined to get a uniform 
settlement through the in¬ 
dustry, and are upset by 
CLRA’s “divisive tactics.” 


The initial increase is the 
most important and should be 
the greatest and should also 
be industry-wide, he said. 

The CLRA, he said, 
previously said it wanted 
uniform agreements, and 
preservation of inter-union 
peace, but it apparently 
moved away from this 
position in its present offers.

“He can’t even visit the 
child, because a condition for 
visiting would have been to 
have the B.C. charges 
dropped and it’s not possible 
for him to do that.” 

“I wish there were instant 
solutions to these horrendous 
stories,’’ commented com¬ 
mission vice-chairman Judge 
Ross Collver. 

“There is nothing than can 
be done, but you have rein¬ 
forced our own feelings that 
there have to be alternative 
ways of dealing with family 
situations.” 


Premier Barrett has ac¬ 
cused the opposition of “ab¬ 
solutely lying” about ex¬ 
propriation powers in the new 
Transit Services Act. 

“Scandalous, cheap, verbal 
attacks” will not alter the fact 
that expropriation is not in¬ 
cluded in the bill. Barrett said, 
adding that the opposition is 
engaging in “right wing 
smears” to discredit the 
government. 

The legislation, which 
provoked debate for more 
than two hours, would allow 
the government to purchase, 
construct and operate all 
forms of public transportation 
in the province. 

The words “purchase or 
otherwise acquire” are used 
in the bill (as they are in 
many pieces of legislation) 
and Liberal members 
suggested the phrase leaves 
open the opportunity for ex¬ 
propriation. 

Garde Gardom (L— 
Vancouver-Point Grey) in¬ 
troduced an amendment to the 
section which would 
guarantee compensation for 
any business or land taken 
over by the government. 

The amendment was ruled 
out of order. 

Barrett read the house a 
section of the 1971 report of the 
B.C. Law Reform Com¬ 
mission which ruled that the 
contentious phrase does not 
automatically imply ex¬ 
propriation powers, since the 
law requires they be spelled 
out specifically. 

But Socred Alex Fraser 
(Cariboo) suggested the 
government has the power of 
“back door expropriation” 
since the province can cancel 
the licences of transport 
companies and then buy them. 

North Vancouver Liberal 
MLA Gordon Gibson proposed 
several changes which would 
require the government to 
consult with municipalities or 
regional districts concerning 
any take over or other rapid 
transit plans. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
James Lorimer said the 
amendment would amount to 
giving local governments veto 
power over provincial transit 
decisions. 

Lorimer rejected the 
change and said he is always 
in consultation with 
municipalities and regional 
districts. 

Commenting on another 
section of the bill which will 
enable the government to 
manufacture buses, Lorimer 
explained there was no plan to 
actually establish a bus 
manufacturing company. 


Instead, the minister said, 
he was looking into the 
possibility of assembling 
buses in B.C. 

“Well perhaps build the 
buses from the shell up,” he 
said. 

Also under attack was a 
section which gives the 
minister authority to con¬ 


struct passenger depots, 
“waiting rooms, restaurants, 
hotels and other facilities for 
the comfort and convenience 
of passengers." 

Opposition members asked 
when the first “Lorimer- 
Hilton" would be built and 
Lorimer quipped “I don’t 
expect it this year.”

Kent controls are now in effect in British Columbia. 

Lieutenant-Governor Walter Owen made a brief 
appearance in the legislature Friday to give royal assent 
to 13 bills, including the Interim Rent Stabilization Act. 

The act restricts annual rent increases to 8 per cent, 
retroactive to Jan. 1, which means that landlords who 
have since increased rents beyond the ceiling will have to 
refund tfte excess amount. 

The interim act is to remain in effect until the 
legislature passes the new Landlord and Tenant Act later 
in this session. 


Air controllers in Victoria 
backed down Sunday night 
from threatened strike action. 

The men had intended to 
walk out because, they said, 
the federal government's 
wage offer failed to take into 
„account the strain of the job. 

Members of the Canadian 
Air Traffic Control 
Association had already 
served notice they would 
leave the job regardless of 
national acceptance or 
rejection of a Treasury Board 
offer of a 12 per cent increase 
retroactive to Jan. 1, a three 
per cent increase July 1 and a 
nine per cent increase Jan. 1, 
1975. 

The Victoria and Vancouver 
controllers decided to go along 
with the national vote to ac- 


r 

cept Ottawa’s offer, 
receiving legal advice. 

The national vote was taken 
Sunday night. 

Present salaries range from 
$5,700 a year for a trainee to 
$18,600 for a fully qualified 
operating controller. 

One of the key issues in the 
dispute is the demand of the 
air controllers for retirement 
after 25 years or at the age of 
55. At present they retire at 55 
or after 35 years. 

They want recognition of the 
principle that an air controller 
cannot carry on indefinitely in 
that type of work. 

They are also asking for 
“responsibility pay” that 
would recognize that some 
controllers bear more 
responsibililty than others for 
the safety of aircraft.

I’m glad I’m judging it and not writing it. 

The editor who conceived this dubious brain wave assures 
me that the idea is to “stimulate a feeling of national patriotism. 
Canadians,” he writes, “are often accused of being lacklustre in 
their pride of country. It’s my hunch they’re just waiting for a 
chance to display their genuine feelings for this Canada we all 
love.” 

He may be right. 

The way Canadian editors pay I’ve a hunch there’ll be 
hordes of writers, pro and amateur, sprinting to their escritoires 
in the hope of getting a piece of the prize. Patriotism in Canada 
has never fetched a better price. 

You’ll pardon my irony, but let’s face it: Canadians are not 
exactly noted for wearing their hearts on their sleeves. They are 
seldom lyrical about their loyalty. 

What little there’s been in song and story is largely devoted 
to an inventory of real estate — the grandeur of the Rockies, the

sweep of the prairies, the rock-ribbed shores of east and west, 
the mysterious north, the rivers, lakes, hills. 

When it comes to people, however, we’re mute. We don’t 
even have cliches. 

As far as I’m concerned, the essay that would win the 
contest would be one that could define the distinctive, yet in¬ 
tangible qualities that make a Canadian what he is. This is the 
real source of our pride. 

I couldn’t do it. I spent nearly half a year crawling across 
this country in a trailer, absorbing the flavor, the character, the 
personality of the Canadian. He exists. He is unique. But what is 
he? 

The one conclusion I could trust was negative. I felt that 
we’ve become what we are by a process of resistance to other 
cultures; the old world that was left behind, the new world that 
could so easily absorb us. 

I once heard Canadians described as “the dullest people on 
earth, with the possible exception of the Dutch.” Well, the 
Dutch, too, are accomplished at resistance. They, too, have 
retained a strong sense of identity in the face of outside, 
surrounding pressures. 


Even for $ 1,000, how do you say 

you're proud to be one of the dullest? 


We, in Canada, under-estimate this remarkable 
homogeneity. 

From the cradle to the grave we’re buffeted by the in¬ 
fluences of the United States. 

We read their literature, listen to their radio, look at their 
television, digest daily their interpretation of world events, 
react to their economics, accept their modes and fashions, sing 
their songs, laugh at their jokes, eat their food, buy their wares, 
cheer their heroes, hiss their bums. There’s hardly a phase of 
living, in fact, that isn’t conditioned directly or indirectly by The 
American Way. 

And yet no one who seriously assays the Canadian character 
could believe for a moment that we’re merely second-class 
Americans. The astonishing fact is that, like the Dutch, we’re a 
breed in our own right. That seems to me to be our greatest 
strength. 

I’d refer the essayists to the writings of Thomas D’Arcy 
McGee. A long time ago he put into words the condition of self- 
reliance that is singularly Canadian. . 

Our character, as he saw it, is “distinguished by a manly 
modesty as much as by mental independence; by the con¬ 


scientious exercise of the critical faculties, as well as by the zeal 
of the inquirer.” 

the words were written a hundred years ago. I like to think 
they ’restill an accurate summary of the Canadian of today 

Modesty we still have. It’s the kind of modesty that makes it 
embarrassing to answer that question, “Why Love Canada.” 
The critical faculty we still have. It’s the faculty to quietly resist 
the convenient, ready-made concepts that flood in on us from 
our southern neighbor. 

These things may seem dull. 

We’re not flag-wavers. We often seem a faceless race, 
dwarfed by our landscape, but that’s the way it is with a con¬ 
templative people. 

It’s not easy to describe these virtues in a positive way — it ! 
would be much simpler to write an essay on “Why I Love The 
Boston Bruins” — and I fear that the contest won’t prove very 
much. 

I can see ten thousand writers beginning their entries, “I 
love Canada because . . .” and then finding their genuine 
feelings beyond the range of expression. And that is totally J 
Canadian.

In the case of municipal 
officials, including mayors, 
aldermen and school trustees, 
the disclosures only apply to 
holdings and debts within 
their own regional district. 

Public employees are 
defined as persons employed 
by the province and 
designated by cabinet. 

Pollen said he has no ob¬ 
jection to listing the com¬ 
panies in which he holds a 
financial interest, or 
disclosing his land holdings. 

But he added he still 
believes it is ’‘naive” and a 
“ridiculous bowing to the 
female chauvinists” to 
exempt the declaration of a 
wife’s assets if they are 
beyond the control of the of¬ 
ficial himself. 

Many women have sub¬ 
stantial stock holdings, he 
noted, yet the exemption 
effectively holds them “at 
arm’s length" from the 
political involvement of their 
spouses. 

Oak Bay Mayor Brian Smith 
dubbed the proposed act The 
Holiness Bill — condemning it 
as being "monstrous and 
wrong." 

“You don’t make things 
holy because holdings are 
disclosed. A scoundrel in 
public life is still going to 
avoid public disclosure and is 
still going to act in conflict of 
interest.” 

Smith said he would not 
object to disclosing in¬ 
formation to a 'responsible 
official, perhaps a registry 
official, who would deal with 
legitimate requests for in¬ 
formation. 

“I’ve not seen the act but 
I’m assuming information on. 
municipal elected officials is 
to be filed with the municipal 
clerk and this information 
would be open to everyone,” 
Smith said, "This would in¬ 
clude the curious, envious, 
sensationalists, besides those 
with a legitimate reason to 
know." 

He added, “This is mon¬ 
strous and wrong and will 
deter people who cherish their 
privacy — not people with 


secret hold mgs — and deter 
other good people from 
assuming public office.” 

Smith said sudh information 
would require the listing of 
summer cottages and other 
recreational property of 
elected officials — including 
cabinet ministers and MLAs 
— and make it possible for 
their privacy to be violated at 
any time. 

"People don’t elect me. they 
elect my holdings? That’s 
nonsense,” Smith said. “It’s 
just disgraceful. They elect 
me because they think I’m 
honest and will do a good job. 
This (the act) will drive good 
people out of public office." 

Saanich Mayor Ed Lum 
says he has no strong protest 
against the act, now that some 
of the original proposals have 
been amended. 

“I was against the first 
act,” he said, "but now 
they’ve withdrawn the section 
in the old act which involved 
disclosure of holdings by the 
immediate family I do not 
object too strenuously." 

Greater Victoria school 
board chairman Peter Bunn 
said he has long supported the 
idea of financial disclosure by 
politicians. 

“On a personal basis it 
doesn’t bother me in the 
least,” he said. 

The problem with such 
legislation, he said, is 
deciding how far down the line 
officials should be required to 
make the disclosures 

If one official handles 
confidential materials and is 
required to make a financial 
disclosure, how about his 
deputy or his secretary, both 
of whom also see the 
materials, Bunn asked. 

“I think it’s almost im¬ 
possible to plug the holes,” he 
said. 

North Saanich Mayor Paul 
Grieve, a builder, called the 
legislation “excellent, first 
class”. 

Grieve said he has always 
made clear to voters what he 
did for a living, and always 
promised not to own anything 
in North Saanich or Sidney 
while he’s a mayor or im¬ 
mediately afterward, so he 
couldn’t possible profit from 
his position as mayor. 

“I think something along 
those lines is absolutely 
essential,” he said.

Hotel holdup leads to prison 


Detention terms one day 
apart in length have been 
ordered for two Victoria men 
who staged a $460 holdup April 
23 in The Empress — and the 
day means one will serve his 
time in a federal prison while 
the other goes to a provincial 
jail. 

John Csuntul, 29, was 
sentenced by Judge William 


Ostler in Victoria provincial 
court to two years, the 
minimum term for a federal 
prison, while Barney Farrell 
Thomas, 21, was sentenced to 
two years less a day, the 
maximum for a provincial 
jail. 

The two pleaded guilty to a 
joint three-count charge of 
using threats of violence while 


robbing three Saskatchewan 
residents attending a con¬ 
ference in Victoria. 

Ostler indicated the dif¬ 
ference in sentences was due 
to the age difference between 
the two men plus the fact 
Csuntul had a longer previous 
record which included one 
term for escape. 

Police testified the two

bought a bottle of beer in a 
brown paper bag at The 
Empress beer parlor and then 
went to a fourth-floor room, 
knocked on the door and 
pushed m past the woman wlx> 
opened it. 

During the robbery, both 
men held the beer bottle in one 
hand with the bag over it for 
periods of varying length. 

Occupants Arthur and 
Barbara Lowey and Curtis 
and Ann Thompson were told, 
in words to this effect: “Don’t 
be worried. We won’t hurt 
you. All we want is your 
money. Do as you’re told and 
no harm will come.” 

One of the women became 


ill and Csuntul got her a 
special pill from her coat 
pocket as well as a glass of 
water. The holdupmen asked 
for wallets and purses and 
took $400 from Lowey, $20 
from his wife and $40 from 
Thompson. 

As they left, the police 
witness said, they told the 
occupants not to call for police 
help. Csuntul and Thomas 
were arrested in downtown 
Victoria about 24 hours later. 

Ostler said this was “not 
quite so serious a case of 
robbery” as some others, due 
mainly to the fact the accused 
had been drinking, but it still 
merited lengthy detention. 



In its simplest form, the 
teaching machine shows the 
child a series of written 
questions. For each question 
four possible answers are 
supplied, labelled A, B, C, and 
D. 

The child pushes a button. If 
that is the correct answer a 
red light goes on and the 
machine gives out a plastic 
token. 

“It’s giving them direct 
reinforcement,” John 
Campbell, teacher for the 10 
children, said of the token 
system. The better the child 
gets at arithmetic or spelling, 
the more tokens earned. 

The tokens aren’t used to 
buy things like candy, but 
usually to buy free time with 
the child’s parents, said Ney, 
staff psychiatrist on the ward. 

“This way you can actually 
make school a rewarding 
experience,” he said. 

Once a child gets better at 
arithmetic, he may have to 
get three or 10 correct an¬ 
swers in a row before he earns 
a token. 

Almost all the children use 
the teaching machines to a 
greater or lesser degree, said 
Campbell. 

“A lot of them have had 
such bad experiences with 
teachers that just getting 
close to a teacher made them 


anxious,” Ney said. School to 
them means only failure, and 
fear of failure stops them 
from learning. 

The teaching machine is 
impersonal and doesn’t 
arouse the same feeling of 
failure in the children, he said. 

If they make a mistake 
there’s no shame or teacher 
disapproval; it just means 
earning a token will take a 
little longer. 

Campbell said he’s seen 
children jump from Grade 3 
level arithmetic to Grade 5 
level in the five-week period, 
simply because they lose 
those emotional blocks when 
they practise on the teaching 
machine. 

The most commonly voiced 
objection to teaching 
machines — that they are 
impersonal, making children 
learn in isolation from other 
students and the teacher — 
make them a valuable 
teaching tool for emotionally- 
disturbed children, both 
teacher and psychiatrist say. 

Ney thinks they could be 
useful for normal children as 
well. 

He is a Greater Victoria 
school board trustee, and at 
his request the board is 
looking into the possibility of 
buying a few teaching 
machines this year. 


Pioneering spirit praised 


TORONTO — Governor 
General Jules Leger, con¬ 
tinuing his cross-Canada tour, 
said in Toronto last week he 
has seen fine examples of 
pioneering spirit and deter¬ 
mination among Canadians. 

Leger, who was in Victoria 
early in April, spoke in 
moving terms of the growth of 
the Athabasca oil sands 
development, which he 


viewed, and the courage of 
western Canadians struggling 
against widespread flooding 
in Manitoba and Saskat¬ 
chewan. 

Leger said his travels have 
reinforced his belief there is 
no division in Canada, that the 
country is an organic whole to 
which are the varied cultures 
are essential. 


Central Saanich 
ex-alderman 
back in running 


Former Central Saanich 
alderman Percy Lazarz an¬ 
nounced this week he will seek 
the open aldermanic seat in 
the municipality’s byelection 
June 22. 

Lazarz, 38, of 1789 Cultra, 
was an alderman for six years 
but was defeated in his bid for 
re-election last November. 

He also said he is con¬ 
sidering running for the 
Central Saanich seat on the 
Capital Regional Board. 

Mayoralty candidate aid.

aldermanic candidate, Ted 
Clayards, have declared they 
will each try and win the 
regional board chair. 

The byelection was caused 
by the death last month of 
mayor Archie Galbraith who 
had six months remaining in 
his term of office.

PARIS — A meeting of Gaullist 
factions was called yesterday by 
Premier Pierre Messmer in an attempt 
to patch up a split in the party that 
enabled Communist-backed socialist 
Francois Mitterand to poll nearly 45 per 
cent of the votes in Sunday's French 
Presidential election. 

Mitterand's failure to gain a clear 
majority forced a May 19 runoff against 
the second-place candidate in the 
elections, pro-Gaullist conservative 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing who polled 
more than 30 per cent of the ballots. 

The official Gaullist candidate. 


former premier Jacques Chaban- 
Delmas, was a distant third in the race 
but Messmer is hoping to unite his 
backers with those of d’Estaing to beat 
Mitterand May 19. 

If Messmer fails in his objective, 
France will be without a Gaullist 
president for the first time in 18 years. 
If Mitterand wins the runoff, mean¬ 
while, he has already promised that 
Communists will hold several key 
government positions. 

The French presidency has been 
vacant since the April 2 death of 
Georges Pompidou.

Through beautiful country with 1 Extra 8000' 


LADYSMITH — When 
thousands of years of wood 
growth hits the water it makes 
a mighty splash. 

It happens twice every 
working day, when the 
Esquimau and Nanaimo (CP) 
logging trains dump their 
loads at the Crown Zellerbach 
boom operation here. 

It all starts at Nitinat. 
Felled trees are towed in 
booms on Cowichan Lake to 
the Crown Zellerbach loading 
site near the village of Lake 
Cowichan. There a massive 
machine grabs the timbers 
from the water like match- 
sticks and places them on 
railroad flatcars. It ends with 
the logs being hauled to 
Ladysmith for a further 
journey across the strait and 
up the Fraser River. 

What lies between is a trip 
through beautiful country, 
past grazing livestock in lush 
meadows, neat homes and 
freshly dug gardens, through 
forests that run up to moun¬ 
tains until they disappear 
under snow, and across 
bridges with rushing waters 
below. 

To experience all that, one 
has to get up very early in the 
morning to catch the train at 
Ladysmith. A crew arrives 
sometime after six o'clock 
with two engines and a 


caboose from Wellcox at 
Nanaimo to take the log train, 
left on a siding by the previous 
shift, for unloading to the 
waterfront. 

As soon as the powerful 
‘Hum Derden” (unloader) 
has pushed the load from the 
last railroad car into the salt 
chuck the crew makes a few 
more switching manoeuvres, 
engineer Norman Brown 
pushes the main switch on his 
1,000 hp locomotive, and 
‘Extra 8000’’ is on its way to 
Lake Cowichan. 

A few more instructions by 
walkie-talkie from conductor 
Jack Mason in the caboose at 
the end of a long line of 40 
empty flatcars and Brown 
finds time to chat a bit about 
his job. 8000 is the lead 
machine of the two-engine 
power supply for “Extra 
8000.’’ 

Both locomotives, with a 
combined power output of 
2,000 hp, are controlled by 
Brown from 8000 which is the 
oldest working CPR diesel 
electric in Canada. 

Brown’s career is almost as 
old. He started in 1951 as 
fireman in the Revelstoke 
division three years after old 
8000 had been delivered to the 
CPR. However, at Revelstoke 
he served on the oil fired 
steam locomotive 5900 which 


is now on permanent display 
at Calgary. 

“I really liked the old 
engine,’’ he says, remem¬ 
bering his runs through the 
mountains. In 1965 he became 
engineer and since 1968 heTlas 
been working on Vancouver 
Island. 

Meanwhile, “Extra 8000“ 
has reached the outskirts of 
Chemainus and brakeman 
Jim Elford, sitting on the 
opposite side of the cab, points 
to some pheasants in a field. It 
is a perfect spring day. 

The 30 mph speed limit 
leaves enough time to ap¬ 
preciate the fresh grass of the 
meadows, the soft new green 
of maple trees, the blooming 
cherry trees in well-kept 
-gardens and the sunshine. 
Once in a while a wrecked car 
body near the tracks mars the 
countryside. 

Now and then the pitch of 
8000’s diesel changes and 
finally with full power the 
train, almost half a mile long, 
begins to climb the nine-mile, 
two per cent grade before it 
reaches the summit another 
nine miles east of Lake 
Cowichan. 

The blast of the engine’s 
whistle marks the passage of 
“Extra 8000“ across a short 
steel bridge at Lake 
Cowichan. 


It is the end of the line and 
after a lunch break the crew, 
including Brown, conductor 
Mason and the two brakemen 
Elford and Don Doumont, 
begin assembling the loaded 
cars into the train for the 
return journey to Ladysmith. 

After having pushed the 
empty cars around a loop to 
the loading site, the switching 
begins and Mason goes to the 
loader, whose large grapple is 
like a gigantic lobster trying 
to bring logs floating from the 
boom to a more confined basin 
which is covered with debris. 

The big grapple seems to 
thresh aimlessly in the water, 
but the operator skilfully 
retrieves log after log, 
discharging small waterfalls 
before they finally land with a 
thump on the flatcar. Below in 
the water a muskrat gingerly 
runs across floating pieces of 
bark. 

The animal is ridiculously 
small in proportion to the 
snapping grapple. Suddenly 
he seems to realize that and 
disappears in a quick dive. 

After about two hours the 
train is ready to leave. Sitting 
in the caboose, the conductor 
and brakeman Doumont see 
the last log car ahead wad¬ 
dling along the track like a 
great duck. 

Mason talks about some of 


the problems railroadmen can 
encounter — logs rolling off 
flatcars or fires caused by 
flying pieces from hot steel 
brakes. During the summer 
months a water tank car 
behind the locomotives sprays 
water on the right of way but 
despite this precaution Mason 
recalls incidents when log 
cars caught fire. 

He is a veteran railroader 
with 28 years of CPR service. 
He followed in the footsteps of 
his father. Bob, an ex- 
alderman of Duncan w^iodied 
a few years ago. 

Jack was conductor on the 
last passenger-freight train 
out of Port Albemi in the late 
1950s. Now only freight trains 
move between Nanaimo and 
the west coast community. 

As “Extra 8000” passes the 
Osborne Bay spur “‘Extra 
8002“ is waiting to move onto 
the line to Lake Cowichan. 
Soon familiar landmarks such 
as the Horseshoe Bay Inn at 
Chemainus and Saltair’s 
waterfront appear and after 
some more, miles the train 
stops. The loaded cars are 
pushed on sidings at 
Ladysmith from where the 
afternoon crew will begin 
another log handling cycle by 
dumping the logs before 
setting out once more for Lake 
Cowichan.

cages sold by pet stores will 
do. 

The cage floor can be lit¬ 
tered with sawdust or peat 
moss and a bundle of hay or 
woodwool to make its nest in a 
chosen corner. It will also 
choose a certain corner as its 
chamber music area, and 
soon learns to use a sawdust- 
filled tin placed in that corner, 
thus keeping the cage clean 

Ready mixed foods are 
balanced to suit this animal, 
but supplementary foods for a 
basic diet should be added, 
such as sweet apple (core, 
pips, and all), carrots, cab¬ 
bage leaves, seeding grasses, 
plantain, etc., and water in a 
non-tip heavy dish. 

They are susceptible to a 
form of eczema, usually from 
wrong feeding.

a suspension of life for several 
months. In this condition they 
appear dead, and many pets 
must have been buried or put 
in the garbage can in the 
belief they had died when in 
reality they were merely 
hibernating normally. 

If a pet hamster is found 
curled up in its nest in the 
autumn there is a choice for 
its owner: it can be wakened 
and kept active throughout the 
winter in a warm environment 
or left to sleep naturally. If the 
latter, a watch must be kept in 
the late winter should it awake 
and need food and water. 

The life span is shortened if 
not permitted to hibernate, 
otherwise females seldom live 
longer than two years and 
males four years. If you plan 
on more than one hamster, 
keep them in separate cages. 
Both sexes may fight to the 
death if caged in pairs. 

Hamsters are rodent “jet 
setters” living by the prin¬ 
ciple “a short life and a merry 
one”. As a nocturnal animal it 
will be racketing around when 
the household has gone to bed.

Big goose 
project 
flying high 


A project is making 
headway to establish a 
residential population of 
20,000 Canada Geese within 10 
years in the Fraser Valley, 
according to a B.C. Fish and 
Wildlife branch official.

Impeachment within week? 


OTTAWA — Election fever 
is still on the rise despite 
statements by Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau that the 
Liberals do not think there 
will be an early vote. 

However. Opposition 
Leader Robert Stanfield is not 
convinced He said the 
Liberals were prcsenfftig “a 
rash” of legislation in an 
attempt to make them “look 
good" in an election cam¬ 
paign. 


Results of tests being 
conducted on Transport 
Minister Jean Marchand 
meanwhile, will likely 
determine whether or not he 
will seek re-election. Mar¬ 
chand, 56. went to a 
Cleveland, Ohio, medical 
centre for a thorough check¬ 
up in hopes it will uncover 
reasons why he has felt 
"rotten" for months. 


WASHINGTON - Im¬ 
peachment proceedings 
against President Richard 
Nixon over 42 Watergate tapes 
could begin next week, a 
spokesman for the U.S. House 
judiciary committee says. 

The spokesman added that 
some of the proceedings may 
be televisied. 

The White House refusal to 
release the actual tapes last 
week caused a party split in 
the judiciary committee and 


there was growing evidence 
this week that an appeal to the 
Republican party for support 
for the president was being 
rejected 

Elliot Richardson, who held 
three cabinet posts in the 
Nixon administration, called 
the appeal “a prescription for 
suicide on the part of most 
congressional candidates” in 
the November mid-term 
elections. 

Sen. Robert Dole, once 


among the administration's 
fiercest defenders, was asked 
if he would want Nixon in 
Kansas during the re-election 
campaign. 

"Sure," he snapped, "let 
him fly over any time." 

Frightening the 
Republicans is Nixon’s 
outlook in more than 1,200 
pages of edited transcripts of 
the tapes released by the 
White House. The president’s 
apparent lack of concern for 


what would be best for the 
country in his intimate con¬ 
versations with aides over the 
Watergate scandal came in 
for harsh criticism by many 
Republican sources. 

Three publishers are 
promising books containing 
the full text of the transcripts 
will be on sale later this week. 
The publishers are Dell 
Books, Bantam -Books and 
MacMillan Inc. 

Former commerce 


secretary Maurice Stans, 
meanwhile, has refused to 
turn over subpoenaed 
evidence to a grand jury 
dealing with possible illegal 
activities in the Republican 
fund raising campaigns. 
According to special 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski, 
among the items Stans has 
refused to submit is a list of 
persons who refused to con¬ 
tribute to Nixon’s 1972 cam¬ 
paign, known as the "S" list. 


Airline kickbacks bared 


NEW YORK - An extensive 
air-travel kickback scheme in 
which millions of dollars in 
illegal rebates have been 
handed by airlines to travel 
agents has been uncovered by 
federal agents. 

A U.S. federal grand jury 
has heard evidence that the 


airlines, including PanAm, 
TransWorld and many foreign 
lines, have been paying 
rebates to high-volume travel 
agents for years. 

The existence of the illegal 
practice, known as 
discounting, was revealed in 
the New York Times more 
than a year ago.

OTTAWA 4 Annual in¬ 
creases in basjc wage rates, 
negotiated through collective 
bargaining in the first three 
months of 1974, jumped from 
9.8 per cent (those of late 1973) 
to 10.8 per cent. 

The federal labor depart¬ 
ment reports the increased 
wage settlements are geared 
to an inflation that’s moving 
at the fastest pace since the 
Korean War. 

Between March 1973 and 
March 1974 the consumer 
price index climbed by 10.4 
per cent.

products — up 2.9 per cent and 
9.6 per cHU; chemical 
products — up 1.7 per cent and 
17.4 per cent.

Philadelphia Flyers set up a 
meeting of division champions 
by hanging on Sunday to edge 
New York Rangers, 4-3, and 
take the hotly-contested semi¬ 
final by four games to three. 

Victory put the Flyers in 
against Boston Bruins, the 
East Division champions, in a 
best-of-seven series which will 
start tonight in Boston 

Relentless puck pursuit and, 
when it was needed, more fine 
goalkeeping by Bernie Parent 
combined to make the Flyers 
the first expansion team to 
win a playoff series from one 
of the six pre-expansion NHL 
clubs. 

Flyers held a good edge in 
play until the last two or three 
mir.utes of the second period, 
and the only reason they had 
to hustle it out until the last 
second was that they ran into 
some great goalkeeping. 

Ed Giacomin, a fired-up 
veteran who started all of the 
Rangers’ 13 playoff games 
this year, was tremendous in 


stopping 31 of 34 shots in the 
first two periods. He had no 
chance on the three shots 
which escaped him, and it was 
the same on the third-period 
goal which the Flyers needed 
to avoid overtime. 

Rangers got the first goal, 
through Bill Fairbairnat 13:43 
of the first period and 
somewhat against the run of 
the play, and then faded again 
under the persistent 
Philadelphia pressure. 

Rick MacLeish, one of the 
real standouts in this one, tied 
the score within two minutes, 
Orest Kindrachuk and Gary 
Dornhoefer scored in the 
second period to build a 3-1

valued small cars as only 
basic transportation. Now 
customers are looking for the 
same luxury and convenience 
in a small car that is usually 
associated only with full-size 
cars,’’ said General Motors 
Chairman Richard C. Ger- 
stenberg. 

“Future GM cars, now 
being designed and developed, 
are attuned to this shift in the 
public’s preference, and we 
intend to take full advantage 
of the new sales opportunity it 
presents,” he said. 

But Volkswagen of America 
President Stewart Perkins 
believes the Detroit 
manufacturers are simply 
designing and developing high 
profits. 

“The over-all price of the 
Chevrolet Impala has to be 
duplicate in the small car. 
Indeed, that seems to be what 
Detroit plans with its small 
models,” Perkins said. 

By making the basic 
economy car “more and more 
luxurious and more and more 
expensive,” he said, the 
compact cars are no longer 
economy vehicles. 

Ford Motors, for example, 
expects to get between $3,500 
and $4,500 for the new com¬ 
pacts, which is what the 
company had been getting for 
its full-size cars. 


Ford’s 1975 Mustang II, a 
compact model, will have a V- 
8 engine which will add a little 
weight and about $130 to the 
price. But a bigger engine will 
enable the car to handle ex¬ 
pensive power options, such 
as a $400 air-conditioning 
system. 

American Motors intends to 
introduce the Pacer, a small 
car with a V-6 or V-8 and 
eventually a rotary engine 
costing several hundred 
dollars more. 

Chevrolet will provide 
competition for Ford with a 
small sporty car, a modified 
Vega with a Porsche look. It 
will be initially offered with a 
V-8 but a rotary engine is 
expected by late 1975. 

GM’s Chevrolet, Pontiac, 
Oldsmobile and Buick 
divisions will get new com¬ 
pacts to replace their Nova, 
Ventura, Omega and Apollo 
models this fall. 

There are also reports that 
GM hopes to get a smaller 
Cadillac on the market 
sometime in 1975. 

With many plants being 
converted into small-car 
factories. North American 
auto producers expect to 
manufacture 5.2 million small 
cars oompared to last year’s 
3.4 million. 


Trees ablaze already

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WOMEN'S ACTION GROUP: 

Elderly people 
should have 
rights guarded

Old people can easily be 
cheated, and should have their 
rights safeguarded by the 
appointment of advocates. 

This was the main thrust of 
a brief presented to the 
Family and Children’s Law 
commission by the University 
of Victoria Women's Action 
Group Friday. 

“The possibilities for 
defrauding the aged in in¬ 
stitutions are nearly limitless, 
and can include anything from 
the liead of one such in¬ 
stitution buying the home of a 
woman for half its value, to 
the “loss” of an antique pin 
from a box of trinkets,” said 
spokesman Alice Ages. 

Inventories are made when 
people enter nursing homes, 
she said, but they tend to be 
general rather than specific — 
a jewel box would be listed, 
but not the contents 

“Social workers visit these 
places on a regular basis — 
regular enough that their 
arrival can be prepared for, 
with everyone scrubbed up, 
dressed up or doped up.” 

Ms. Ages said it appears old 
people can be dealt with in the 
most arbitrary manner, and 
denied the most fundamental 
rights and liberties. 

“In the name of tidiness 


their valued mementoes can 
be taken from their rooms and 
consigned to the trash. They 
can be denied the right to see a 
doctor or a lawyer unless 
someone else is convinced of 
their need. 

“When they become suf¬ 
ficiently distressed, they can 
be soothed into somnolence 
with Valium taken from 
someone else who may be 
denied a needed drug with no 
one being the wiser. 

“In return for this care and 
the dubious privilege of 
subjecting aging digestive 
systems to a weekly bout of 
weiner and beans, or chicken 
backs or necks these people 
pay $400 a month or more to be 
ripped off.” 

Ms. Ages suggested that the 
courts should appoint ad¬ 
vocates with the sole 
responsibility of acting for old 
people in retirement or 
nursing homes, with small 
enough case loads to allow 
regular and irregular visits, 
time to listen to individuals 
and to investigage com¬ 
plaints. 

A detailed inventory of 
belongings should be man¬ 
datory when people enter 
institutions. 

The group’s brief also asked

that adults of sound mind 
should be able to gain control 
of estates left to them in trust. 

Women in particular have 
often been totally excluded 
from all aspects of financial 
and property management, 
and it is not uncommon for 
men, acting out of an obsolete 
and misguided sense of 
gallantry, to spare their wives 
the trouble of financial 
management by leaving their 
estates to their wives in trust. 

“The women so dealt with 
are not necessarily spared 
worry, but they are effectively 
prevented from exercising 
any measure of self- 
determination for the 
remainder of their lives. 

“Furthermore trustees tend 
to show more solicitude for the 
estate they administer than to 
its beneficiary, with the result 
that heirs inherit tidy sums 
from women who have spent 
their last years bereft of 
minor comforts,” said Ms. 
Ages. 

The brief recommended 
that estates be left in trust 
only when it can be demon¬ 
strated that the beneficiary is 
certifiably incompetent, and 
there should be a right of 
appeal for people currently 
inheriting in trust.

Reunion registry eyed 
by family reform forum 


A “reunion registry" to 
provide for the ultimate 
reunion of adopted children 
with natural parents is one of 
the courses being considered 
by the Family and Children's 
Law Reform Commission for 
inclusion in a revamped laws. 

The suggestion, made by 
commissioner Mish Vadasz, 
has had varied reception in 
different parts of the 
province, but in Victoria the 
reception was uniformly 
negative. 

The idea is that natural 
parents would indicate if they 
were interested in ultimate 
meetings with the children 
they were giving up, and if so 
their names would appear on 
a registry. 

When the adopted youngster 
reached the age of majority he 
could meet his parents if both 
parties wished it. 

“I am diametrically op¬ 
posed to any procedure 
whereby an adopted child at 
any age would be assisted by 
government or a social 
agency to be so-called 
reunited with natural 
parents,” said a father of two 
adopted children. 

There had been no social 
interaction between natural 
parents and their children, 
while adoptive parents had 
taken the children on the 
understanding that they took 
over the entire role of 
parenthood. 

Such provisions, he said, 
would lead to a lack of 
adoptive parents in the future, 
and would lead to family 
breakdowns where there are 
adopted children. 

In talking about the right of 
an adopted child to know 
about his natural parents and 
heritage, and the rights of the 
natural parents who had

consented to adoption — an 
action tantamount to 
renunciation — the rights of 
the adoptive parents were 
being cqmpletely disregar¬ 
ded, he said. 

“The number one problem 
facing the commission is the 
breakup of the home,” he 
said, “And this suggestion will 
result in tremendous social 
disruption and upheavals to 
sway and satisfy the curiosity 
of a child upon attaining his 
majority.” 

He was supported by other 
adoptive parents attending 
the hearings, which lasted 
through Thursday and Friday, 
and will continue in Van¬ 
couver this week. 


An early morning joy ride 
ended abruptly Sunday when 
a car occupied by five 
juveniles crashed into a house 
at St. Charles and Hollywood 
Crescent causing an 
estimated $12,000 damage. 

Police said the youths, two 
boys and three girls, were 
travelling east on Dallas in a 
late model Cougar at 5:30 a.m.

Mrs. Patricia McCrady. 

“We thought a bomb had 
dropped on us,” said Mrs. 


McCrady, “I’ve been in 
earthquakes before. It felt like 
an earthquake and sounded 
like war.” 

The woman said her front 
porch and most of the wall 
was demolished, a pine tree 
was sheared off, a line of 
shrubs was knocked down, 
and an old cannon gun, 
chained to a metal base was 
dragged along the lawn by the 
car. 

Skid marks left by the car 
measured 470 feet and one of 
the girls was overheard telling 


a policeman the speedometer 
read 95 m.p.h. before the 
crash, said Mrs. McCrady. 

After the crash, Mrs. Mc¬ 
Crady went to the front of the 
house and the youths “were 
standing around on the 
sidewalk," she said. 

When she expressed her 
anger, one of the youths said, 
“Oh you go away,” she said. 

“This isn’t the first time this 
has happened," she said, 
"Since Christmas we’ve had 
three accidents right in our 
front yard.” 


Her neighbor’s front porch 
has been demolished once and 
skid marks left from an ac¬ 
cident before Christmas can 
still be seen on the sidewalk 
today, she said. 

Mrs. McCrady has written 
to City Hall twice asking that 
something be done about the 
intersection but her requests 
have been ignored, she said. 

“Do they have to kill a dozen 
people or burn the house 
down?" she said.

Kenichi Horie received a 
rousing welcome by 
thousands of well-wishers as 
he sailed his 25-foot, three-ton 
sloop into the harbor at Osaka 
Horie, looking sun-tanned and 
fit, waved and bowed 
repeatedly at the cheering 
crowds. 

Saying he had lost nearly 20 
pounds during his non stop 
journey, Horie said he didn’t 
know what to try next. "I’d 
like to rest first,” he said.

Few lawyers are willing to 
move into the “messy, squalid 
area” of family law. They are 
“unscrupulous, hungry and 
dangerous" when faced with 
baffled, bewildered or 
hysterical spouses who have 
already been bombarded with 
advice from all quarters. 

McCrossan said that at a 
time when everyone should be 
leaning over backward to cool 
off the partners, the lawyer 
could take a $25 fee and send 
the couple off to a counsellor. 

“But the opportunity 
presented to this dangerous 


animal, the family lawyer, is 
a choice between $25 for doing 
that which is really needed, 
and the rosy propect of 
hundreds and hundreds of 
dollars in a juicy divorce 
action. 

“There is do guarantee that 
a lawyer is automatically 
going to act with integrity,” 
said McCrossan, who added 
that at PWP meetings stories 
were often told of divorces 
which would not have taken 
place if counselling rather 
than legal advice had been 
sought. 

There should be .compulsory 
counselling and reconciliation 
attempts in every marriage 
breakdown before divorce is 
contemplated, he said. 


Most North American families considered it perfectly 
alright to scrap the four-wheeled hack after 10 years but 
there is a growing feeling that more durable cars should 
be made. 

Diminishing natural resources and public demands 
on energy may eventually force even Detroit to produce 
machines that will last 20 years. 

Porsche demonstrated it was possible by presenting a 
20-year car at last year’s Frankfurt Show. If enough of 
these cars with stainless steel components and low- 
revving engines were produced, it would soon reduce the 
towering st«>ckpiles of scrap in wreckers’ yards. 

Recycling materials cars are made of is another 
answer to the waste problem and a penetrating study by 
the magazine Science and Public Affirs has shown it 
would save vast amounts of materials and energy. 

The amount of iron and steel in cars was given the 
greatest attention in this study, since ferrous materials 
represent more than 90 per cent of the weight of an 
average American car. 

The latest scrap processor, called the shredder 
(that’s a lot different to the crusher that disposed of the 
Lincoln in Goldfinger) produces a high-grade scrap with 
the nonferrous metals separated out, and electric fur¬ 
naces can accept charges composed entirely of it. 

The study arrived at a total energy figure for the 
production of a new car and arrived at a saving of 12,640 
kilowatt-hours per new car if the shredder was used to 
process scrap cars. 

On extending the life of cars, the study comes up with 
a figure of 15 per cent for the amount of energy it would 
require to triple the life of a car compared to the amount it 
takes to produce a new one. That sounds impressive: 15 
per cent compared to 200 per cent — the energy required 
to produce the two replacements. 


Wormy 

pests 

plague 

fruit 


Two wormy pests are 
plaguing fruit crops on 
southern Vancouver Island. 

Provincial entomologist 
Jack Arrand said the leaf 
roller, a tiny green worm, and 
Bruce span worm, will be a 
source of trouble to com¬ 
mercial fruit growers this 
year unless crops were 
sprayed earlier this spring to 
control the pests. 

“It shouldn’t worry home 
gardepers who are not too 
fussy about producing perfect 
apples and pears, fruits 
without a blemish,” he said. 

The tiny worms feed on the 
leaves of plants and oc¬ 
casionally on the growing 
fruit. 

Their presence can be 
detected by observing the 
leaves of trees or shrubs. If 
the leaves are curled it is a 
sign that the plant is infested 
with either the leaf roller or 
span worm. 

The'population of the pests 
began to expand rapidly two 
years ago, Arrand said. 

“We thought infestation 
would go away,” he said “But 
so far there has been no 
change.”

Four people were taken to 
Rest Haven Hospital in Sidney 
Friday after they abandoned a 
burning 20-foot pleasure boat 
in Sattelite Channel. 

A spokesman for Pacific 
Rescue Co-ordination Centre 
said a North Saanich resident 
reported the burning craft and 
said there were people in the 
water. 

They were rescued by other 
pleasure boaters and treated 
for minor burns. 

Names of the people have 
not been released. 


Short circuit 
causes fire

Under the existing system, 
disturbed offenders are 
usually remanded to Oakalla 
Prison and then transferred to 
the maximum security section 
of Riverview Hospital. Often it 
is weeks or months before 
they appear before a court to 
determine their psychiatric 
condition. 

Under the new legislation, 
offenders suspected of mental 
disturbance will immediately 
be sent to the maximum 
security forensic clinic for 
examination. 

If the offender is found to be 
sane, he will be returned to the 
regular court system and if 
not he will be assessed for 
treatment in a hospital. 

Court facilities will be 
adjacent to the clinic and 
judges experienced in 
psychiatric cases will deal 
with such cases. 

The legislation is patterned 
after recommendations in the 
Foulkes report on health care 
in the province. It amounts to 
treating disturbed offenders 
as sick people rather than as 
criminals, said Cocke.

B.C. grants 
agro-aids 

The B.C. government gave 
$480,757 in agricultural aid to 
34 projects in 24 countries, 
during 1973, Agriculture 
Minister DaveStupich told the 
legislature last week. 

The aid, in the form of cash 
grants or emergency supplies, 
comes out of the perpetual $5 
million Agricultural Aid to 
Developing Countries and 
World Disaster Areas Fund. 


The provincial government 
has the power to investigate 
and shut down faulty high 
pressure pipelines and should 
take action at the Agassiz- 
Rosedale bridge, says pipeline 
consultant James Sutherland.

There must be 
tremendous pressure applied 
to „ various governments to 
suppress information." he 
added 

"Here we have a defective 
pipeline and the government 
is just laughing and not even 
making a statement, even 
though there is an act that 
enables them to deal with the 
matter."
